MEN’S & WOMEN’S SERVICES, GLOVES, R.A.F. HELMET (with Ear-holes), 
and CAP (for Steel Helmet). 


WOMEN’S GLOVES (worked on two 
needles)—See Fig. A. 

MATERIALS:— 2 ozs. DIANA Non-Shrink 
Knitting, 4-ply. Two No. 13 Knitting Needles. 
TENSION:—9 stitches to the inch in width 
(measured flat) must be obtained. If, using the 
needles recommended, more than 9 stitches to the 
inch are obtained, needles a size coarser should be 
tried; if less than 9 stitches, then a size finer. What¬ 
ever the size of needles found suitable by the 
Knitter it is absolutely essential that the fabric 
should measure 9 stitches to the inch.

A piece of fabric knitted to the correct tension. 
RECIPE:—THE RIGHT-HAND GLOVE.— 
Cast on 52 stitches. 


1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. Repeat this row thirty-three times, 
increasing one stitch at the end of the last row. 
35th row. —K. 1, P. 1, * K. 1, P. 3, repeat from 
* to the last 3 stitches, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

36th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 3, repeat from * to the 
last 3 stitches, P. 1, K. 2. 

Repeat the 35th and 36th rows thirteen times. 
To commence the Thumb, in the next row K. 1, 
P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) eight times, K. 1, P. 1, turn; K. 1, 
(P. 1, K. 3) twice, P. 1, K. 1, cast on 9 stitches 
loosely, turn. 

** Work on these 20 stitches as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) four times, K. 2. 
2nd row. —K. 1, (P. 1, K. 3) four times, P. 1, K. 2. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows eleven times (the 
length of the Thumb and Fingers may be varied to 
suit individual requirements). 

25th row.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, 
P.2 tog., (P.1, K.2 tog.) twice, P.1, P.2 tog., K.2. 
26th row.—K. 1, P. 1, K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, (P. 1, 
K. -2) twice, P. 1, K. 1. 


27th row.— (K. 2 tog., P. 1) four times, K. 2 tog. 
28th row. —K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) three times, K. 1. 
Break off the wool, run the end through the 
remaining stitches, draw up and fasten off securely. 
With the right side of the work facing, join in the 
wool and knit up 11 stitches from the 9 cast-on 
stitches at the base of the Thumb, P. 2, (K. 1, 
P. 3) three times, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1 across the 
remaining stitches. Proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 3, repeat from * to the 
last 3 stitches, P. 1, K. 2. 

2nd row. —K. 1, P. 1, * K. 1, P. 3, repeat from * to 
the last 3 stitches, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows nine times, then the 
1st row once. 

To commence the First Finger, K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, 
P. 3) eight times, K. 1, turn; K. 1, (K. 3, P. 1) 
three times, K. 3, cast on 4 stitches, turn. 
Work on these 20 stitches as follows:— 

1st row.— IC. 1, P. 2, (K. 1, P. 3) four times, K. 1. 
2nd row. —K. 4, (P. 1, K. 3) four times. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows twelve times. 

27th row.—(K.l, P.2 tog.) twice, (P.1, K.2 tog.) 
twice, P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, P. 2 tog., P. 1, K. 1. 
28th row.—K. 3, P. 1, K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, (P. 1, 
K. 2) twice. 

29th row.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) 
three times, K. 2 tog. 

30th row. —(K. 1, P. 1) four times, K. 1. 

Finish off as given for the Thumb. 

SECOND FINGER.— With the right side of the 
work facing, join in the wool and knit up 4 
stitches from the 4 cast-on stitches at the base of 
the First Finger, P. 3, K. 1, P. 2, turn; K. 2, (P. 1, 
K.3) three times, P.1, K.l, cast on 4 stitches, turn. 
Work on these 20 stitches as follows:—• 

1st row. —K. 2, (P. 3, K. 1) four times, P. 1, K. 1. 
2nd row.— K. 2, (P. 1, K. 3) four times, P. 1, K. 1. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows fourteen times. 
31st row.— K. 1, K. 2 tog., P. 1, K. 2 tog., P. 1, 
P. 2 tog., K. 1, P. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) twice, 
P. 1, K. 1. 

32nd row.— K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, (P. 1, K. 2) twice, 
(P. 1, K. 1) twice. 

33rd row.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., (K. 1, P. 2 tog.) 
twice, K. 1, (K. 2 tog.) twice. 

34th row. —K.l, P.2, (K.l, P.l) twice, P.1, K.l. 
Finish off as given for the Thumb. 

THE THIRD FINGER.— With the right side of 
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the work facing, join in the wool and knit up 4 
stitches from the 4 cast-on stitches at the base of the 
Second Finger, P. 1, K. 1, P. 3, K. 1, turn; K. 4, 
(P. 1, K. 3) three times, cast on 4 stitches, turn. 
Work on these 20 stitches as follows:— 

1st row.—K. 1, P. 2, (K. 1, P. 3) four times, K. 1. 
2nd row.—K. 4, (P. 1, K. 3) four times. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows twelve times. 

27th row.—(K.l, P.2 tog.) twice, (P.1, K.2 tog.) 
twice, P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, P. 2 tog., P. 1, K. 1. 
28th row.—K. 3, P. 1, K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, (P. 1, 
K. 2) twice. 

29th row.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) 
three times, K. 2 tog. 

30th row.—(K. 1, P. 1) four times, K. 1. 

Finish off as given for the Thumb. 

THE FOURTH FINGER.—With the right 
side of the work facing, join in the wool and knit 
up 4 stitches from the 4 cast-on stitches at the base 
of the Third Finger, P. 3, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, turn; 
K. 2, (P. 1, K. 3) three times, P. 1, K. 2. 

Work on these 17 stitches as follows:— 

1st row.—K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) three times, 
K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

2nd row.—K.2, (P.1, K.3) three times, P.1, K.2. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows nine times. 

21st row.—K.l, K. 2 tog., P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, 
P. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) twice, P. 1, K. 1. 
22nd row.—K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, (P. 1, K. 2) twice, 
P. 1, K. 1. 

23rd row.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) 
twice, K. 1, K. 2 tog. 

24th row.—K. 1, P. 2, (K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. 1. 
Finish off as given for the Thumb. 

THE LEFT-HAND GLOVE.—Cast on 52 
stitches. 

1st row.—K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

Repeat this row thirty-three times, increasing one 
stitch at the end of the last row. 

35th row.—K. 1, P. 1, * K. 1, P. 3, repeat from 
* to the last 3 stitches, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

36th row.—K. 2, * P. 1, K. 3, repeat from * to 
the last 3 stitches, P. 1, K. 2. 

Repeat the 35th and 36th rows thirteen times. 
To commenc.e the Thumb, in the next row 
K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) six times, K. 1, cast on 9 
stitches loosely, turn; K. 1, P. 1, (K. 3, P. 1) four 
times, K. 2, turn. 

** Work on these 20 stitches as given for the 
Thumb of the Right-Hand glove. 

With the right side of the work facing, join in the 
wool and knit up 11 stitches from the 9 cast-on 


stitches at the base of the Thumb, (P. 3, K. 1) six 
times, P. 1, K. 1 across the remaining stitches. 
Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—K. 2, * P. 1, K. 3, repeat from * to 
the last 3 stitches, P. 1, K. 2. 

2nd row.—K. 1, P. 1, * K. 1, P. 3, repeat from 
* to the last 3 stitches, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows nine times, then the 
1st row once. 

To commence the First Finger, K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, 
P. 3) eight times, cast on 4 stitches, turn; (K. 3, 
P. 1) five times, turn. 

Work on these 20 stitches as follows:— 

1st row.—(K. 1, P. 3) four times, K. 1, P. 2, K. 1. 
2nd row.—(K. 3, P. 1) four times, K. 4. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows twelve times. 

27th row.—K. 1, P. 2 tog., (P. 1, K, 2 tog.) 

twice, P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, P. 2 tog., P. 1, 

K. 2 tog., P. 1, K. 1. 

28th row.—(K.2, P.l) three times, K.l, P.1, K.3. 
29th row.—K. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, K. 2 tog., 

(P. 1, K. 2 tog.) twice, K. 2 tog. 

30th row.—(K. 1, P. 1) three times, P. 1, K. 2. 
Finish off as given for the Right-Hand Glove. 
THE SECOND FINGER.—With the right side 
of the work facing, join in the wool and knit up 
4 stitches from the 4 cast-on stitches at the base of 
the First Finger, K. 1, P. 3, K. 1, P. 1, cast on 4 
stitches, turn; K.l, (P.l, K.3) four times, P.l, K.2. 
Work on these 20 stitches as follows:— 

1st row.—K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) four times, K. 2. 
2nd row.—K. 1, P. 1, (K. 3, P. 1) four times, K. 2. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows fourteen times. 

31st row.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, 
P.2 tog., (P.l, K.2 tog.) twice, P.l, P.2 tog., K.2. 
32ndrow.—K. 1, P.l, K.2, P.l, K. 1, (P. 1, 
K. 2) twice, P. 1, K. 1. 

33rd row.—K. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) four 
times. 

34th row.—K. 2, (P. 1, K.l) three times, K. 1. 
F ini sh off as given for the Right-Hand Glove. 
THE THIRD FINGER.—With the right side 
of the work facing, join in the wool and knit up 4 
stitches from the 4 cast-on stitches at the base of the 
Second Finger, P. 2, K. 1, P. 3, cast on 4 stitches, 
turn; (K. 3, P. 1) five times, turn. 

Work on these 20 stitches as follows:— 

1st row.—(K. 1, P. 3) four times, K. 1, P. 2, K. 1. 
2nd row.—(K. 3, P. 1) four times, K. 4. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows twelve times. 

27th row.—K. 1, P. 2 tog., (P. 1, K. 2 tog.) 
twice, P. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, P. 2 tog., P. 1, 
K. 2 tpg., P. 1, K. 1. 
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28th row. —(K.2, P.l) three times, K.l, P.1, K.3. 
29th row.— K. 1, P. 2 tog., K. 1, K. 2 tog., 
(P. 1, K. 2 tog.) twice, K. 2 tog. 

30th row.—(K. 1, P. 1) three times, P. 1, K. 2. 
Finish off as given for the Right-Hand Glove. 
THE FOURTH FINGER.— With the right side 
of the work facing, join in the wool and knit up 4 
stitches from the 4 cast-on stitches at the base of 
the Third Finger, K.l, P.3, K.l, P.l, K.l, 
turn; K. 2, (P. 1, K. 3) three times, P. 1, K. 2. 
Work on these 17 stitches as given for the Fourth 
Finger of the Right-Hand glove. 

Sew up the Thumb, Fingers and side seams, joining 
each seam by sewing together the corresponding 
ridges (formed by the stitch knitted at each end 
of every row). 

With a damp cloth and hot iron press carefully. 

CAP for Steel Helmet —See Fig. B. 
MATERIALS: —1 oz. DIANA Non-Shrink 
Knitting, 4-ply. Two No. 6 “BEEHIVE” 
Knitting Needles, measured by the Beehive 
gauge. 

TENSION:—5 stitches to the inch in width 
(not stretched) must be obtained. If, using the 
needles recommended, more than 5 stitches to the 
inch are obtained, needles a size coarser should be 
tried;' if less than 5 stitches, then a size finer. 
Whatever the size of needles found suitable by 
the Knitter, it is absolutely essential that the 
fabric should measure 5 stitches to the inch.

A piece of fabric knitted to the correct tension. 
RECIPE: — Using two strands of wool together 
throughout, cast on 72 stitches. 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. Repeat this row five times. 

7th row.—* K. 4, increase once in the next stitch, 
K. 4, repeat from * to the end of the row (there 
should now be 80 stitches on the needle). 

8th row. —K. 1, purl to the last ^stitch, K. 1. 
9th row. —Knit plain. 


Repeat the 8th and 9th rows three times, then the 
8th row once. 

17th row. —K.l, (K.ll, K.2 tog.) six times, K.l. 
18th and alternate rows. —K. l, purl to the last 
stitch, K. 1. 

19th row.- —K. 1, (K. 10, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
21st row. —K. 1, (K. 9, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
23rd row.— K. 1, (K. 8, K. 2 tog.) six times, IC. 1. 
25th row. —K. 1, (K. 7, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
27th row. —K. 1, (K. 6, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
29th row.— K. 1, (K. 5, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
31st row. —K. 1, (K. 4, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
33rd row.— K. 1, (K. 3, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
34th row. —K. 1, (P. 2 tog., P. 2) six times, K. 1. 
35th row. —K. 1, (K. 1, K. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
36th row. —K. 1, (P. 2 tog.) six times, K. 1. 
Break off the wool, run the end through the 
remaining stitches, draw up and fasten off securely. 
With the damp cloth and hot iron press carefully. 
Sew up the seam. 

R.A.F. HELMET— See Fig. C. 
MATERIALS: —5 ozs. DIANA Non-Shrink 
Knitting, 4-ply. Two No. 6 “BEEHIVE” 
Knitting Needles, measured by the Beehive 
gauge. 

TENSION:—6| stitches to the inch in width 
(not stretched) must be obtained. If, using the 
needles recommended, more than 6 \ stitches to the 
inch are obtained, needles a size coarser should be 
tried; if less than 6| stitches, then a size finer. 
Whatever the size of needles found suitable by 
the Knitter, it is absolutely essential that the 
fabric should measure 61 stitches to the inch.

N.B.—The fabric should appear exactly as 
illustration, the purl stitch being hidden. 
RECIPE: — Using two strands of wool together 
throughout, cast on 122 stitches. 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to : 
the end of the row. Repeat this row for 6 inches. 


| (^) CORRECT TENSION IS MOST IMPORTANT FOR PRODUCING FABRIC WHICH WILL WEAR WELL! 
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In the next row K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) twenty-three 
times, P. 1, cast off 25 stitches firmly, (P. 1, K. 1) 
twenty-four times. 

Work on the last 48 stitches as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. 

Repeat this row twice. 

4th row.—K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) five times, P. 1, cast 
off 3 stitches, (P. 1, K.l) sixteen times. 

Work on the last 32 stitches as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

2nd row. —K. 1, P.2 tog., * K. 1, P.1, repeat 
from * to the last sdtch, K. 1. 

3rd row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last stitch, K. 1. 

4th row. —K. 1, K. 2 tog., * P. 1, K. 1, repeat 
from * to the end of the row. 

5th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

Repeat the 5th row four times. 

10th row. —Increase once in the first stitch, * K.l, 
P. 1, repeat from * to the last stitch, K. 1. 

11th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last stitch, K. 1. 

12th row. —Increase once in the first stitch, * P.1, 
K. 1, repeat from * to the end of the row. 

13th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from to 
the end of the row. 

Break off the wool and leaving these stitches on 
the needle, join in the wool where the 13 stitches 
were left and proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the last 
stitch, K. 1. 

2nd row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last stitch, K. 1. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows five times, then the 
1st row once. ' 

14th row.— K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) five times, P. 1, 
cast on 3 stitches, and working across the 32 
stitches which were left, (P. 1, K. 1) sixteen times. 
15th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

Repeat the 15th row twice. 

Break off the wool and leave these stitches on a 
stitch-holder. 

Join in the wool and work on the 49 stitches 
which were left as follows:— 

1st row.— * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the last 
stitch, K. 1. 

2nd row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
last stitch, K. 1. 

3rd row. —Like the 1st row. 


4th row.—K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) fifteen times, P. 1, 
cast off 3 stitches, (P. 1, K. 1) six times, K. 1. 
Work on the last 13 stitches as follows:— 

1st row. —* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the last 
stitch, K. 1. 

2nd row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
last stitch, K. 1. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows five times, then the 
1st row once. 

Break off the wool and leaving these stitches on the 
needle, join in the wool where the 33 stitches 
were left and proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the last 
stitch, K. 1. 

2nd row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
last 3 stitches, P. 2 tog., K. 1. 

3rd row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

4th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
last 4 stitches, P. 1, K. 2 tog., K. 1. 

5th row. —* K.l, P. 1, repeat from * to the 
last stitch, K. 1. 

6th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last stitch, K. 1. 

Repeat the 5th and 6th rows once, then the 5th 
row once. 

10th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last 3 stitches, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, K. 1. 

11th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

12th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last 2 stitches,, increase once in the next 
stitch, K. 1. 

13th row. —* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the 
last stitch, K. 1. 

14th row. —K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) fifteen times, P. 1, 
cast on 3 stitches and working across the 13 
stitches which were left, (P.1, K.l) six times, K.l. 
15th row. —* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the 
last stitch, K. 1. 

16th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the last stitch, K. 1. 

17th row. —Like the 15th row. 

18th row. —K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) twenty-three times, 
P. 1, cast on 25 stitches and working across stitches 
which were left (P. 1, K. 1) twenty-four times. 
19th row.— K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the row. 

Repeat the 19th row fourteen times. 

Shape for the crown as follows:— 

1st row.— K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) four times, P. 1, 
* K. 3 tog., ’(P. 1, K. 1) ten times, P. 1, repeat 
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from * three' times, K. 3 tog., (P. 1, K. 1) six 
times. 

2nd and alternate rows. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, 
repeat from * to the end of the row. 

3rd row.— K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, * P.3 tog., 
(K. 1, P. 1) nine times, K. 1, repeat from * three 
times, P. 3 tog., (K. 1, P. 1) five times, 
K. 1. 

5th row.—K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) three times, P. 1, 
* K. 3 tog., (P. 1, K. 1) eight times, P. 1, repeat 
from * three times; K. 3 tog., (P. 1, K.l) five 
times. 

7th row. —K.2, (P.l,-K.l) three times, * P.3 tog., 
(K. 1, P. 1) seven times, K. 1, repeat from * three 
times, P. 3 tog., (K. 1, P. 1) four times, K. 1. 

9th row. —K.2, (P.l, K.l) twice, P.1, * K.3 tog., 
(P.1, K.l) six times, P.l, repeat from * three times, 
K.3 tog., (P.l, K.l) four times. 

11th row.— K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) twice, * P. 3 tog., 
(K. 1, P. 1) five times, K. 1, repeat from * three 
times, P. 3 tog., (K. 1, P. 1) three times, K. 1. 
13th row. —K. 1, (K. l, P. 1) twice, * K. 3 tog., 
(P. 1, K. 1) four times, P. 1, repeat from * three 
times, K. 3 tog., (P. 1, K. 1) three times. 

15th row.— K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, * P. 3 tog., (K. 1, 
P. 1) three times, K. 1, repeat from * three times, 
P. 3 tog., (K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. 1. 

17th row.— K. 2, P. 1, * K. 3 tog., (P. 1, K. 1) 
twice, P. 1, repeat from * three times, K. 3 tog., 
(P. 1, K. 1) twice. 

19th row.— K. 2, * P. 3 tog., K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, 
repeat from * four tithes. 

Break off the wool, run the end through the 
remaining stitches, draw up and fasten off securely. 
With a damp cloth and hot iron press carefully. 
Sew up the seam. 

MEN’S GLOVES (worked on two needles)

MATERIALS: —5 ozs. DIANA Non-Shrink 
Knitting, 4-ply. Two No. 10 “BEEHIVE” 
Knitting Needles, measured by the Beehive gauge. 
TENSION:—7 stitches to the inch in width 
(measured flat) must be obtained. If, using the 
needles recommended, more than 7 stitches to the 
inch are obtained, needles a size coarser should be 
tried; if less than 7 stitches, then a size finer. 
Whatever the size of needles found suitable by 
the Knitter, it is absolutely essential that 
the fabric should measure 7 stitches to the 
inch.

* to the last 3 stitches, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

36th row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 3, repeat from * to 
the last 3 stitches, P. 1, K. 2. 

Repeat the 35th and 36th rows ten times. 

To commence the Thumb, in the next row K. 1, 
P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) eight times, K. 1, P. 1, turn; 
K.l, (P.l, K.3) twice, p.l, K.l, cast on 9 
stitches loosely, turn. 

Continue from ** and complete exactly as given 
for the Women’s Right-Hand Glove. 

THE LEFT-HAND GLOVE.— Using two 
strands of wool together throughout, cast on 
52 stitches. 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from *, to the 
end of the row. Repeat this row thirty-three times, 
increasing 1 stitch at the end of the last row. 
35th row.— K. 1, P. 1, * K. 1, P. 3, repeat from 

* to the last 3 stitches, K. 1, P. 1, K.l. 

36th roWu—K. 2, * P. 1, K. 3, repeat from * to 
the last 3 stitches, P. 1, K. 2. 

Repeat the 35th and 36th rows ten times. 

To commence the Thumb, in the next row K. 1, 
P. 1, (K. 1, P. 3) six times, K. 1, cast on 9 stitches 
loosely, turn; K.l, P. 1, (K, 3, P. 1) four times, 
K. 2, turn. 

Continue from ** and complete exactly as given 
for the Women’s Left-Hand Glove., 

Sew up the Thumb, Fingers and side seams, joining 
the seams by sewing together the corresponding 
ridges (formed by the stitch knitted at each end 
of-every row. 

With a damp cloth and hot iron press carefully. 
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
